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Introduction 


In Canada, the issue of child abuse has received a great 
deal of attention at the federal level during the past 
fifteen years. The public, the media, and professionals 
continue to voice their concerns about the incidence of 
child abuse. 


Initially, the Department of National Health and 

Welfare responded to these concerns by creating an 
Information Program on Child Abuse and Neglect in 
1978 and subsequently, incorporated this within the 
National Clearinghouse on Family Violence in 1982. 


In 1981, the federal government established the 
Committee on Sexual Offences against Children and 
Youths, the Badgley Committee. Its mandate was to 
explore the dimensions of child sexual abuse and to 
make recommendations for a coordinated national 
response. 


In 1983, a second committee, the Special Committee on 
Pornography and Prostitution, the Fraser Committee, 
was set up to study pornography and prostitution in 
Canada. The Badgley Committee reported in 1984, and 
the Fraser Committee in 1985. 


Together they made 160 recommendations on a wide 
range of actions to be taken by all levels of government 
on legislative change, public education, health 
promotion, and social service awareness. 


The federal government has responded to these reports 
with a series of initiatives. 


The five most notable are: the Child Sexual Abuse 
Initiative announced in 1986; the appointment of a 
Special Advisor on Child Sexual Abuse to the Minister 
of National Health and Welfare in 1987; the enactment 
of Bill C-15 in 1988 which made a number of amend- 
ments to the Criminal Code and the Canada Evidence Act 
to facilitate the testimony of child witnesses when 
disclosures of abuse incidences are in fact reported to 
criminal justice authorities; and the Family Violence 
Initiatives announced in 1988 and in 1991. 


This report concentrates on activities undertaken as a 
result of the appointment of the Special Advisor on 
Child Sexual Abuse and the release of his report, 
Reaching for Solutions. It also refers to the other four 
major initiatives. 


Federal Government 
Involvement 


Child abuse, including child sexual abuse, appears to be 
widespread in Canadian society. For example, in 1984, 
the Badgley Report claimed that 1 of 3 males and 2 of 

3 females were the victims of unwanted sexual acts, and 
that 80% of these acts occurred before the victim 
reached the age of 21. 


Each and every Canadian and all sectors of our society 
have a role to play in putting a stop to child abuse. The 
federal government is committed to reducing child 
abuse in Canada and will continue to play a partnership 
role with provincial/territorial and municipal govern- 
ments, non-governmental organizations, professional 
associations and individuals to reach this goal. 


The primary responsibility for providing child abuse 
services to Canadians rests with the provinces. The 
federal government nevertheless has a key role to play. 


The federal government can, for example, take direct 
action within areas of federal jurisdiction (e.g. federal 
correctional services), provide federal leadership 

(e.g. public and professional information), and work in 
partnership with other jurisdictions and sectors. 


The five-year Child Sexual Abuse Initiative announced 
in 1986, the enactment of Bill C-15 in 1988, the four- 
year Family Violence Initiative launched in 1988 and 
the new Family Violence Initiative in 1991 are concrete 
illustrations of federal action. 


The Child Sexual Abuse Initiative, which was carried 
out by the Departments of Justice and National Health 
and Welfare, and the first Family Violence Initiative, 
which was carried out by the Departments of Justice, 
National Health and Welfare, Solicitor General, Indian 
Affairs and Northern Development, Secretary of State, 
Canada Mortgage and Housing Corporation and Status 
of Women Canada, expanded the knowledge base and 
heightened public awareness about child sexual abuse, 
fostered action by key professions and improved 
coordination among the criminal justice, health and 
social service systems. For example, protocols are in 
place in many areas where the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police (RCMP) serve as the primary policing 
agency. These protocols enhance interagency 
cooperation toward ensuring that a professional 
approach is taken when dealing with sensitive 
investigations involving child victims of sexual abuse. 


The Initiatives, through extensive consultations with 
provincial/territorial governments, non-governmental 
organizations and service providers, enabled the federal 
government to build consensus about priority issues. 


The enactment of Bill C-15 has made it easier to gather 
evidence and lay charges in child sexual abuse cases. It 
is being monitored and will be reviewed by Parliament 
i992 


The announcement of a new Family Violence Initiative 
demonstrates clearly that the federal government is 
committed to helping prevent and reduce child sexual 
abuse and is willing to continue investing in the well- 
being of Canadian children by working together with 
others on the issue of child abuse. 


Mandate of the Special 
Advisor 


In August 1987, Rix Rogers was appointed Special 
Advisor on Child Sexual Abuse to the Minister of 
National Health and Welfare with a mandate to prepare 
a report for the Minister on the long-range direction of 
federal initiatives regarding child sexual abuse, their 
implementation and coordination. 


During his two-and-a-half-year tenure, Mr. Rogers met 
with approximately 1600 individuals, produced and 
distributed a discussion paper to 1400 individuals, and 
held a series of regional and national workshops on 
various aspects of child sexual abuse with represen- 
tatives from provincial and territorial governments and 
non-governmental organizations. 


Mr. Rogers’ report, Reaching for Solutions, was presented 
to the Minister of National Health and Welfare on 

June 15, 1990 (see page 19 in The Summary Report for 
list of recommendations). Principal among his 
observations and findings were: 


¢ Our patriarchal society has set the conditions for 
sexual assaults and harassment, including the 
sexual abuse of children. One of the most 
significant tasks ahead is to make major changes in 
the underlying deeply-rooted attitudes of sexism. 


e Child sexual abuse is a reality that affects children 
of all regions, races, religions and socio-economic 
classes of our society. 


e The gender dimensions of child sexual abuse are 
pronounced, with more than 90% of abusers being 
male. 


¢ Reporting is made difficult because the perpetrator 
is often in a position of trust. 


¢ Social attitudes and social stereotyping have kept 
the problem hidden too long. 


¢ Child sexual abuse entails serious consequences for 
victims. It may bring about a complex and long- 
lasting range of effects which vary from individual 
to individual and continue throughout a lifetime. 
Sometimes it requires short- or long-term 
therapeutic intervention, costly to the individual 
and to society. 


e Child sexual abuse must be addressed within the 
broader context of child abuse and the well-being of 
children, with the United Nations Convention on the 
Rights of the Child providing a promising framework 
for continuing the pursuit of children’s well-being. 


There are a number of priority themes underlying the 
74 recommendations contained in the report. The 
themes include: 


e the need for a Responsibility Centre for Children 
within the federal government to focus on 
children’s issues and assist with better coordination 
among federal departments; 


¢ improved coordination of government and non- 
governmental systems for better service delivery at 
the provincial, territorial and local levels; 


¢ improvements to the long-range socialization of 
children regarding gender roles, power relationships 
and attitudes toward sexuality to address the 
underlying causes of child sexual abuse; 


e new resources for front-line service activity which 
would require a federal-provincial-territorial cost- 
sharing program to enable provinces and territories 
to deal with gaps in service (i.e., investigation, 
prosecution, healing and treatment, and public 
education services); 


e increased ongoing education and specialized 
training activity for front-line workers and 
supervisors; 


e the criminal justice system as a deterrent to child 
sexual abuse and as an aid in the treatment of 
sexual offenders; and 


e the appointment of resource persons to apply their 
expertise through a system of advisory or federal- 
provincial-territorial committees. 


Although the report concentrates on aspects of the 
problem that fall within the mandate of the federal 
government, it also deals with linkages to programs and 
services that are the responsibility of the provinces and 
territories and non-governmental organizations. 
Consequently, the report was sent to the federal 
departments concerned about child abuse, their 
provincial and territorial counterparts, and selected 
non-governmental organizations for comment. 


Federal Response to the 
Report 


Response to Recommendations 
Directed at the Federal Government 


The federal government has demonstrated an overall 
concern for the well-being of children and a willingness 
to take action to improve their lives. 


In light of this commitment, federal departments with 
an interest in the issue of child sexual abuse have 
studied Mr. Rogers’ recommendations carefully with a 
view to implementation (see page 32 of The Summary 
Report for Chart of Implementation). 


In this response the federal government identifies the 
recommendations that have been acted upon since the 
release of the report and outlines activities which: 


— will be continued; 

— will receive immediate action; 

— will be considered for future action; 
— will not be addressed; and 


— have been referred to others. 


Recommendations Acted Upon Since 
the Release of the Report 


The federal government recognizes the importance of 
public interest in the issue of child sexual abuse and has 
already taken steps to implement some of the key 
recommendations arising out of the report: 
recommendations 1, 2 and 3. 


Recommendation 1. That the Minister of National 
Health and Welfare be designated as the minister 
responsible for children. 

Federal Response: On October 1, 1990 the Prime 
Minister called upon the Minister of National Health 
and Welfare to bring forward to Cabinet follow-up 
recommendations on the Declaration and Action Plan 
signed by Canada at the World Summit for Children in 
New York. 


Recommendation 2. That a responsibility centre for 
children be established within National Health and 
Welfare. 

Federal Response: As part of his new responsibilities 
following the Summit, the Minister of National Health 
and Welfare created within his department a new 
mechanism to coordinate children’s issues, i.e., the 
Children’s Bureau announced October 1, 1990. 


Recommendation 3. That the Minister of National 
Health and Welfare recruit a member of staff to serve in 
the field of children’s services. 

Federal Response: The Minister has assigned 

Ms. Susan Capling to be responsible for children’s 
services. 


Recommendations Which Call for 
the Continuation of Activities 


The federal government is proud of its accomplishments 
to date and intends to continue selected activities. 


The report commends the federal government for its 
considerable efforts in the area of child sexual abuse 
and urges it to continue certain current activities: 
recommendations 14, 27, 28, 50, 55, 59 and 68. The 
following responds to each of these recommendations: 


Recommendation 14. That support for the National Film 
Board (NFB) Family Violence Collection continue. 
Federal Response: The National Clearinghouse on 
Family Violence (NCFV) of National Health and Welfare 
currently supports the NFB Family Violence Collection 
by purchasing relevant videos and films on family 
violence for the NFB offices across Canada. Interested 
professionals and the public are able to borrow these 
videos and films. The NCFV will continue to support the 
NFB Family Violence Collection. 


Recommendation 27. That initiatives related to 
education and monitoring with regard to the 
implementation of Bill C-15 continue. 

Federal Response: The Department of Justice is 
monitoring Bill C-15 as part of the parliamentary 
review process scheduled for 1992. At that time, Justice 
will present recommendations to Parliament pertaining 
to Bill C-15. 


As well, select funding programs at Justice, Solicitor 
General and National Health and Welfare will continue 
to address the issues of investigation, interviewing 
techniques and training/education for front-line 
professionals working with sexually abused children. 


In addition, training/education activities are being 
continuously undertaken in conjunction with 
Correctional Service Canada and the National Parole 
Board to ensure that criminal offenders, including 
family violence offenders, are accurately assessed in 
terms of their probability of reoffending upon release 
from an institution. Relevant training modules will be 
delivered to both staff and members of the National 
Parole Board and will be incorporated as a chapter in 
the Board members’ Orientation Manual. During 
regional workshops and general Board meetings, the 
Board will continue to deliver developmental sessions 
related to victims and risk assessments. 


Recommendation 28. That charter challenges to Bill 
C-15 be defended. 

Federal Response: As mentioned previously, the 
Department of Justice is monitoring Bill C-15 and will 
provide assistance to cases which reach the appeal level. 


Recommendation 50. That voluntary sector 
organizations continue to deal with child abuse with 
support from National Health and Welfare. 

Federal Response: Federal departments will continue to 
work cooperatively with and provide support to 
voluntary organizations for the development of 
prevention projects. 


Recommendation 55. That the Mental Health 
Committee continue its work. 

Federal Response: The Federal/Provincial/Territorial 
Advisory Committee on Mental Health will continue its 
efforts to improve mental health services to children. 


Recommendation 59. That federal departments continue 
to fund research and evaluation studies. 

Federal Response: The federal government will continue 
to support studies on the effectiveness of different 
treatment and intervention strategies for victims, 
families and offenders. 


Further to the release, in March 1990, of the Solicitor 
General’s report on sex offender treatment programs in 
Canada, research and development activities have 
already been initiated in this area. 


Recommendation 68. That consultations with all sectors 
to clarify information research needs continue. 

Federal Response: The federal government recognizes 
the need to work together in partnerships with other 
governments, organizations and individuals in the 
prevention of child sexual abuse, and will continue to 
do so. 


Federal support to continue the above activities is made 
possible under the current Child Sexual Abuse and 
Family Violence Initiatives and the new 1991 Family 
Violence Initiative. 


The Child Sexual Abuse Initiative reflects an overall 
federal commitment of $25.1 million, of which $20 
million over five years is administered by the 
Department of National Health and Welfare and 

$5.1 million by the Department of Justice. Since the 
announcement of this particular Initiative, the two 
federal departments have supported 300 projects 
focusing on the areas of prevention, protection, 
treatment, professional education and evaluation of 
innovative programming. Monitoring the implemen- 
tation of Bill C-15 is also an integral element of this 
initiative. 

The Family Violence Initiative represents a federal 
commitment of $40 million with allocations to the 
departments of National Health and Welfare, Canada 
Mortgage and Housing Corporation, Justice, Solicitor 
General, Indian Affairs and Northern Development, and 
Secretary of State. To date 400 projects have been 
approved by all federal departments involved in the 
Family Violence Initiative focusing on the areas of 
public awareness and information dissemination, 
research and evaluation and community-based projects. 
As well, funds for the construction of up to 450 
additional shelter units for the victims of family 
violence have been committed. 


These two initiatives have enabled community groups, 
front-line professionals, volunteers and policy makers to 
respond more effectively to the prevention, protection 
and treatment issues related to child abuse. 


This work must continue. The new federal Family 
Violence Initiative is an opportunity for the federal 
government to continue working with its many 
partners to reduce and prevent child abuse. 


Recommendations for Which 
Immediate Action Will be Taken 


Canada co-chaired the World Summit for Children in 
New York in September 1990. One of the key items 
discussed at the Summit was the ratification of the 
United Nations Convention on the Rights of the Child. 


Recommendation 2. That National Health and Welfare 
should have responsibility for the implementation in 
Canada of the United Nations Convention on the Rights of 
the Child. 

Federal Response: Implementation of the obligations 
which the Convention on the Rights of the Child 
imposes rests primarily with the provinces and 
territories. The government of Canada will assist in 
appropriate ways. 


This Convention is designed to protect the rights of 
children in Canada and throughout the world and it 
calls for the establishment of a modern international 
standard for addressing the widest possible range of 
children’s rights, including protection of children from 
abuse and neglect. 


Several federal departments (National Health and 
Welfare, Justice, Secretary of State and External Affairs) 
are involved with the Convention; ratification is 
Expectedumel 991" 


Recommendations Which Will be 
Addressed in the Future 


The federal government is concerned about all forms of 
family violence, including child abuse, wife assault and 
elder abuse. 


It has already shown its willingness to act on the issue 
of family violence by undertaking the Child Sexual 
Abuse Initiative in 1986 and the Family Violence 
Initiative in 1988. 


Now it is announcing a new family violence approach 
as part of its ongoing commitment to reduce violence 
against children, women and seniors. 


The issue of partnerships among all levels of govern- 
ment and the voluntary and private sectors is extremely 
important in this initiative. Partnerships are key to 
effectively combatting child sexual abuse. 


The seriousness of child sexual abuse makes it crucial to 
include it in the national initiative on family violence. 


Elements from the following recommendations, i.e., 
Mr. Rogers’ outstanding recommendations directed at 
the federal government, are part of the national family 
violence approach: recommendations 4, 5, 6, 7, 18, 19, 
20720790, 3D, Odo noo A40 p41 AS AG, A975, 52557, 
60761764767; 69, 70771) 72, 73 and 74.It must be 


noted that some of these recommendations cannot be 
implemented without amendments to current 
legislation (e.g., 38, 41 and 51). 


Recommendation 4. That a National Resource Centre be 
established. 

Federal Response: The National Clearinghouse on 
Family Violence will be strengthened under the new 
initiative. As well, the National Victim Resource Centre 
(Justice) and the RCMP Missing Children’s Registry 
(Solicitor General) serve as additional national 
clearinghouses on child victims. 


Recommendation 5. That National Health and Welfare 
assist the development of a non-governmental coalition 
advocating for the well-being of children. 

Federal Response: The Department is currently 
providing project support to the Network on Child Abuse 
and is willing to consider additional project proposals. 
As well, many child advocacy NGOs receive federal 
funds. 


Recommendation 6. That support be given to five to 
seven Regional Resource Centres. 

Federal Response: Support will be provided to existing 
regional resource centres through project funding and 
through the National Clearinghouse on Family 
Violence, i.e., providing information and materials, and 


strengthening links and communications among centres. 


Recommendation 7. That four Expert Advisory 
Committees be established. 

Federal Response: The Department of Indian Affairs and 
Northern Development and the Medical Services 
Branch of National Health and Welfare have an 
Advisory Committee. Under the new initiative it may 
continue with changed functions. In addition, ad hoc 
advisory committees related to specific issues on child 
victims and offenders may be established as needed. 


Recommendation 18. That the Justice Department 
introduce legislation on child pornography. 

Federal Response: The Justice Department is prepared to 
address the subject of child pornography. Under the 
new initiative Justice proposes to undertake research 
related to an examination of the extent and nature of 
child pornography. 


Recommendation 19. That the Canadian Radio- 
Television and Telecommunications Commission 
develop policies to reduce violence and sexually 
exploitative broadcasting. 

Federal Response: National Health and Welfare will 
undertake consultations to this end with media 
organizations and regulatory agencies under the new 
initiative. 

Recommendations 25, 45, 61 and 64. That there be 
policies and practices to ensure that front-line personnel 
receive specialized training. 

Federal Response: The RCMP currently provides 
training in the area of child sexual abuse to all recruits 
at the division level. Specialized training is also provided 
through in-service courses and by sending members to 
courses sponsored by outside organizations. In 


conjunction with the Canadian Association of Chiefs of 
Police, and the Canadian Police College, the RCMP is 
also currently reviewing its training programs for all 
levels of police in this area. Enhancement in these areas 
will be pursued where the need is identified under the 
new initiative. 


Recommendations 29, 30. That the Justice Department 
report to Parliament with recommendations regarding 
the Criminal Code and the Canada Evidence Act. 

Federal Response: The Justice Department will continue 
to conduct studies to monitor the effectiveness of Bill 
C-15 leading to parliamentary review in 1992. 


Recommendations 35, 37. That National Judicial 
Education Centres incorporate materials for training of 
judges, and that educational programs be further 
developed. 

Federal Response: The departments of Justice, Solicitor 
General and National Health and Welfare will provide 
funding to judicial organizations to train judges under 
the new initiative. 


Recommendations 38, 39. That treatment programs for 
child abusers be expanded and experimental post- 
charge programs be developed. 

Federal Response: The Ministry of the Solicitor General 
will expand treatment for incarcerated offenders and 
the Justice Department will explore sentencing alter- 
natives under the new initiative. Legislation related to 
ordering treatment requires study. 


Recommendations 40, 41. That legislation be introduced 
to extend probation and parole terms. 

Federal Response: Extending probation is currently 
under study (i.e., the Sentencing Project). Changes to 
the Parole Act cannot be acted upon without 
consultation with the Department of Justice and 
legislative amendment. 


Recommendation 46. That leadership be undertaken by 
the Justice Department in establishing Unified Family 
Courts across Canada. 

Federal Response: The Justice Department is open to 
cooperate with the provinces since Unified Family 
Courts are a provincial/territorial responsibility. The 
departments of Justice and the Solicitor General will 
continue to fund the implementation and evaluation of 
the Winnipeg Family Violence Court project. 


Recommendation 49. That the court role in ordering 
compensation to victims be studied. 

Federal Response: The court may order restitution to 
victims of crime pursuant to Section 725 on application 
of the victim for loss of or damage to property. 
Amendments to the Criminal Code as yet unproclaimed 
will expand restitution to quantifiable damages for 
bodily harm and will remove the onus from the victim. 


Recommendations 51, 52. That the Solicitor General and 
Privacy Commissioner ensure permission for disclosure 
of criminal offence records related to abuse about 
persons seeking positions of responsibility for children; 


that consultation with all jurisdictions regarding a 
common approach for identifying, registering and 
screening child abusers be completed. 

Federal Response: The consent form regarding criminal 
information checks is part of the Privacy Act. Certain 
aspects (constitutional and jurisdictional issues) will 
necessitate further consultation between the 
departments of Justice and Solicitor General. 


Recommendation 57. That the federal government in 
partnership with the provinces and territories study 
particular problems in providing treatment services to 
rural and remote communities. 

Federal Response: The federal government (e.g., 
Solicitor General and National Health and Welfare) will 
continue to fund research and treatment demonstration 
projects to rural areas under the new initiative. 


Recommendation 60. That strategies for effective sex 
offender treatment in institutions be implemented. 
Federal Response: The Ministry of the Solicitor General 
will expand treatment for incarcerated offenders. In 
addition, the Sentencing Project will be entering into 
consultations regarding sentencing reforms. 


Recommendation 67. That all federal departments 
ensure that an evaluation component is included in 
innovative projects. 

Federal Response: Under current and new initiatives, 
projects which can be evaluated will have an evaluation 
component. Findings are circulated (e.g., reports from 
the NCFV, the National Victim Resource Centre and the 
RCMP Missing Children’s Registry). 


Recommendation 69. That initiative be taken in 
consultation with other federal and provincial/territorial 
jurisdictions to establish a national statistical data base. 
Federal Response: National Health and Welfare in 
conjunction with the Canadian Centre for Justice 
Statistics will work towards developing a national data 
base. 


Recommendation 70. That the Aboriginal Expert 
Advisory Committee begin consultations. 

Federal Response: Full consultations on new 
programming will be undertaken under the new 
initiative; the Department of Justice is involved in 
development of criminal justice policy. 


Recommendation 71. That a special task force 
committee begin studying the needs of children in 
high-risk groups. 

Federal Response: Priority will be given to projects 
aimed at children in high risk groups under the new 
initiative. Also, the Ministry of the Solicitor General is 
currently addressing problems of children and youth at 
risk. Research and conference funding programs are 
sensitive to new and emerging groups in vulnerable 
sector issue Management. 


Recommendation 72. That a special task force 
committee begin work on strategies to meet needs in 
rural and remote communities. 


Federal Response: Again priority will be given to 
projects aimed at rural and remote communities under 
the new initiative. 


Recommendation 73. That the government respond to 
the Special Advisor’s report. 

Federal Response: This report constitutes the federal 
government’s response to the Special Advisor. 


Recommendation 74. That an annual report by the 
federal government regarding child sexual abuse be 
prepared and released. 

Federal Response. The federal government will provide 
regular feedback to the public on work in this area (e.g., 
Annual Report of the Department of National Health 
and Welfare). 


Recommendations Which Will 
Not be Acted Upon 


The federal government recognizes the important 
contribution of Mr. Rogers in preparing a report on 
child sexual abuse. 


Nevertheless, after study and analysis, it is felt that not 
all recommendations can be implemented: 
recommendations 8, 34 and 36. 


Recommendation 8. That, in consultation with provinces 
and territories, a plan for a new cost-sharing program 
be developed. 

Federal Response: A wide range of child abuse services 
offered as part of provincial/territorial child welfare 
services are already cost-shared under the Canada 
Assistance Plan, and the federal government will not be 
embarking on a new cost-sharing program. 


Recommendation 34: That an architectural study 
regarding courtrooms and courthouses be 
commissioned. 

Federal Response: This type of undertaking is seen to be 
the responsibility of the provinces and territories. 


Recommendation 36. That the Justice Department fund 
a study of ethical issues for defence counsel. 

Federal Response: This recommendation is not seen as 
being within federal jurisdiction; however, organi- 
zations such as the Canadian Bar Association may wish 
to consider this issue. 


Recommendations Directed at Others 


Recommendations Directed at Provincial/ 
Territorial Governments 


Many of the recommendations fall under the 
jurisdiction of the provinces and territories; 
consequently, the report was sent to them for review. 


The provincial and territorial governments are being 
encouraged to study the recommendations directed at 
them in terms of their feasibility of implementation. 


Collaborative endeavours are possible under current 
and future initiatives. 


Recommendations Directed at the NGO Sector 
(Community/ Professions/Schools) 


Since the report also touches on what the NGO sector 
can do to combat child sexual abuse, it was forwarded 
for comment to selected non-governmental 
organizations. 


The federal government works closely with the NGO 
sector concerned with the well-being of children 
through sustaining and contributions funding. 


As previously mentioned, National Health and Welfare 
is funding the Network on Child Abuse to study the 
recommendations in the report directed at the NGO 
sector. It is a means of encouraging the NGO sector to 
implement recommendations directed at them, to the 
extent practical and within existing resources. 


Conclusions 


The federal government is committed to preventing 
child sexual abuse. It is simply not acceptable behaviour 
within Canadian society. 


There is much that the federal government can do to 
provide national leadership and to focus public 
attention on the issue. 


Nevertheless, the constitutional responsibility for the 
delivery of health and social services is provincial and 
territorial. 


The federal government, therefore, intends to work 
together with the provinces and territories and non- 
governmental organizations on this important issue.
